MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 

New Delhi , the 3 rd August 1966 

S.R.O. 189. — In exercise of die powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the 
Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the recruitment to the 
C ass III Non-Gezetted Non-ministcrial post of Photographer in Weapons and Equipment 
Directorate of General Staff Brandi in the Ministry of Defence, namely : — 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Ministry of Defence, General Staff Branch 
Weapons and Equipment Directorate, Class III Non-Gazettcd, Non-mUiislerial post (Recruit- 
ment) Rules, 1966. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to ihe post specified in column 1 of the Schedule 
hereto annexed. 

3. Number, classification and scales of Pay. — The number of the said posl, its classifi- 
cation and the scale of pay attached thereto, shall be as specified in colums 2 to 4 of the said 
Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — The method of recruitment 
to the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters connected herewith shall be as speci- 
fied in columns J to 12 of the said Schedule 

Provided that die upper age limil specified in column 6 of die said Schedule for direct 
recruitment may be relrxed in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Sch- 
eduled Tribes and odier special categories of persons in accordance with the general orders of 
the Central Government issued from time to time. 
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5 . Disqualifications. — (a) No person who has more than one wife living or who, having 
a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by reason of its taking place 
during the life time of such spouse, shall be eligible for appointment to the said post; and 

(bj no woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wife living at 
the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife living at the tipne of such 
marriage, shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there arc special grounds 
for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6 . Power to relax . — Where ihe Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary 
or expedient to do so, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the 
provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons.

S.R.O. 192.— -In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section u) read with clause fee) 
of sub-section (2) of section 280 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Military Lands and Cantonments 
Service fCiass I and Class II) Rules, 1951, the same having been previously published as required 
by sub-section (1) of the said section, namely : — - 

t, (1) These rules may be called the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I 
and Class II) Amendment Rules, 1966. 

2. In the Military Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II) Rules, 1951 — 

(i) for rule 17, the following rule shall be substituted, namely 

“17. (a) A member of the Service other than those referred to in rule 18, shall be eligi- 
ble for pension in accordance with the libers lised Pension Rules in force at that 
time. 

(b) Unless provided otherwise, qualifying service of a member of the Service 
for purposes of pension shall commence from the date of his substantive appoint- 
ment to the Service. 

Provided that, in the case of a member of the Service appointed initially on proba- 
tion, the periud of probation shall also count as qualifying service. 

(c) Any period of service under the Central Government rendered by a member of the 

Service prior to his appointment to the Service shall count as qualifying service 
under these rules to the extent to which such service would have counted as quali- 
fying service for pension, had the individual continued in that appointment, provided 
the service is otherwise continuous.” 

(ii) In sub-rule (b) of rule 18, the word “substantive” occurring before “appointment’ • 
may be deleted.
